Royal  Manchester  Children  s  Hospital 

PENDLEBURY 


116  YEARS  OF  SERVICE 


THE  Royal  Manchester  Children’s  Hospital  had  a  very  modest 
beginning,  though  it  is  believed  to  have  been  the  first  General 
Hospital  for  Children  in  the  British  Isles. 

It  was  founded  in  1829,  by  several  benevolent  men,  among  whom 
was  a  physician,  Dr.  John  Alexander,  a  30  year  old  surgeon,  Walter 
Barton  Stott,  and  Daniel  Grant,  one  of  the  Cheeryble  brothers  im¬ 
mortalised  by  Charles  Dickens,  when  a  small  dispensary  was  estab¬ 
lished  in  Back  King  Street,  Manchester,  for  the  free  treatment  of 
sick  children.  Though  resources  were  strictly  limited,  the  income 
barely  reaching  £60  a  year,  upwards  of  1,500  cases  were  treated 
annually,  without  any  change  of  organisation,  until  the  year  1852. 

In  that  year  a  new  era  in  the  history  of  the  Institution  commenced 
when  a  small  Hospital,  with  accommodation  for  six  patients,  was 
established  in  North  Parade  for  the  treatment  of  urgent  cases  ;  a 
venture  which  proved  so  successful  that  in  1858  it  was  decided  to 
transfer  the  Hospital  to  Bridge  Street,  where  there  was  accommoda¬ 
tion  for  25  beds.  Ten  years  later,  in  1868,  a  suitable  building  was 
erected  in  Gartside  Street  for  Out  patients,  and  soon  the  two  establish¬ 
ments  were  dealing  with  350  In  patients  and  7,000  Out  patients 
annually. 

By  1870  the  scope  and  importance  of  the  Hospital  was  such  as  to 
permit  of  the  consideration  of  still  more  ambitious  plans.  This  year 
six  acres  of  land  were  bought  in  Pendlebury,  on  a  “  bright  and  airy 
hillside,”  and  the  first  portion  of  the  present  Hospital  to  be  erected 
was  opened  in  1873  with  84  beds. 

There  were  obvious  advantages  in  selecting  Pendlebury  as  a  suitable 
site,  though  at  the  time  many  disagreed  with  the  proposal  to  place  the 
Hospital  at  so  great  a  distance  as  four  miles  from  the  city  simply  to 
give  patients  the  benefit  of  more  pleasant  surroundings. 

The  completion  of  the  original  plans  took  place  in  1878  and,  with 
subsequent  extensions,  accommodation  w  as  thus  increased  to  180  beds. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  in  passing  that  after  examining  the  plans 
about  this  time,  Florence  Nightingale  thought  that  the  Hospital 
must  be  one  of  the  best  constructed  in  Europe. 
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A  notable  addition  to  the  scope  of  the  Hospital  was  made  in  1897, 
when  the  Convalescent  Home  at  St.  Annes-on-Sea  was  opened  with 
accommodation  for  30  children. 

In  1907,  a  new  Out  patients  Department,  was  established  in 
Gartside  Street,  on  the  original  site,  at  a  cost  of  £32,000,  to  which 
extensions  were  added  in  1922. 

The  value  of  the  Hospital’s  work  received  well  deserved  recognition 
in  1923,  when  its  title  was  altered,  by  Royal  Command,  to  the  Royal 
Manchester  Children’s  Hospital. 

In  1924  a  new  Nurses’  Home  was  built  to  which  a  large  extension 
was  made  in  1937.  This  separate  building  in  the  Hospital  grounds 
provides  very  modem  accommodation  for  the  Nursing  Staff.  Each 
Nurse  has  her  own  bedroom,  and  there  is  a  large  recreation  room 
where  a  Nurse  may  entertain  her  own  friends  on  occasion. 

Two  other  additions  within  recent  years,  which  have  enabled  the 
Hospital  to  increase  its  already  notable  services,  are  the  Zachary 
Merton  Convalescent  Home  in  1936,  with  accommodation  for  40 
semi-convalescent  children,  and  the  Isolation  Block  in  1937,  with 
12  beds,  making  the  present  total  number  of  beds  available  262. 

A  Preliminary  Training  School  for  Nurses  was  established  in  1943. 

The  number  of  Patients  admitted  to  Hospital,  and  attending  the 
Out  Patients’  Department  in  1943,  make  an  interesting  comparison 
with  the  figures  for  1868,  viz.  : — 

1868  1944 

In  patients  .  .  . .  . .  350  2,810 

Out  patient  Attendances  . .  7,000  88,838 

The  aim  of  the  Hospital  now,  as  in  1829,  is  to  give  sick  children 
the  best  medical  and  nursing  treatment  and  every  possible  means  is 
employed  to  ensure  their  safe  and  speedy  return  to  normal  life. 

In  all  the  years  of  its  existence,  the  Hospital  has  trained  thousands 
of  Sick  Children’s  Nurses,  and  has  provided  instruction  to  a  great 
many  Medical  Students. 

A  walk  through  the  wards  of  the  Hospital  will  convince  the  reader 
of  the  importance  and  essential  nature  of  the  work  we  have  been 
doing  for  so  long.  It  is  the  intention  of  the  Board  of  Governors  to 
continue  to  make  every  effort  to  provide  the  finest  possible  service 
for  sick  children  and  they  are  ready  to  co-operate  fully  with  all 
agencies  concerned  in  any  new  scheme  of  re-organisation  of  medical 
services.

ANNUAL  GENERAL  MEETING,  1945 


The  One  Hundred  and  Sixteenth  Annual  General  Meeting  of  the 
Governors,  Subscribers  and  Friends  of  the  Hospital,  was  held  on 
Monday,  March  19th,  1945,  at  3-30  p.m.  in  the  Recreation  Room  of 
the  Nurses’  Home  at  the  Hospital. 

Mr.  F.  S.  StanclifFe,  Chairman  of  the  Roard  of  Governors  of  the 
Hospital,  presided,  and  he  was  supported  by  Sir  Walter  P.  Cobbett, 
M.A.,  C.B.E.;  the  Mayor  of  Salford;  The  Mayor  and  Mayoress  of 
Swinton  and  Pendlebury  ;  the  Mayor  of  Radcliffe  ;  Mr.  James 
Sillavan,  Honorary  Secretary  ;  Dr.  M.  L.  Thomson,  Chairman  of  the 
Medical  Board  ;  the  Hon.  H.  Con.  Smith,  Honorary  Treasurer. 

Other  members  of  the  Board  and  Medical  Board  who  were  present 
were  :  Dr.  H.  T.  Ashby,  Mr.  C.  W.  E.  Cary,  Mr.  R.  J.  Garrard,  Mr.

The  Notice  convening  the  meeting  was  taken  as  read. 

The  Honorary  Secretary  referred  to  the  sad  loss  to  the  Hospital 
by  the  deaths  of  Mrs.  A.  L.  Dunn,  Mr.  H.  W.  Booth  and  Mr.  John 
Gow,  F.R.C.S. 

He  also  referred  to  letters  of  apology  from  friends  and  supporters 
who  were  unable  to  attend,  and  conveyed  to  the  meeting  the  apologies 
of  the  President,  Lord  Colwyn,  for  his  inability  to  attend. 

It  was  unanimously  agreed  to  send  a  telegram  of  greetings  and 
good  wishes  to  Lord  Colwyn  from  all  present  at  the  meeting. 

The  Minutes  of  the  Annual  General  Meeting  held  on  March  20th, 
1944,  as  printed  in  the  previous  Annual  Report,  were  taken  as  read.

116th  ANNUAL  REPORT 

FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDING  DECEMBER  31st,  1944 

In  our  last  Annual  Report  we  mentioned  that  the  Government 
White  Paper  on  a  National  Health  Service  had  just  made  its  appear¬ 
ance.  This  year  it  has  overshadowed  all  else  and  is  the  principal  topic 
of  discussion  throughout  the  Voluntary  Hospital  world  at  the 
present  time. 

As  we  mentioned  last  year  the  White  Paper  speaks  in  glowing 
terms  of  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  and  regards  them  as  an  essential 
part  of  our  National  life  which  must  be  retained. 

Unfortunately,  however,  a  close  reading  of  the  provisions  of  the 
Paper  reveals  that  the  administrative  and  financial  proposals  are 
altogether  unacceptable  and  in  their  present  form  would  lead  if  not 
actually  to  the  disappearance  of  the  Voluntary  Hospitals,  at  least 
to  their  extinction  as  equal  partners  in  the  proposed  new  scheme  of 
things. 

Let  it  be  said  at  once,  in  order  to  disarm  criticism,  that  with  one 
voice  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  have  expressed,  through  their  own 
body,  the  British  Hospitals  Association,  their  entire  willingness  to 
co-operate  in  the  making  of  a  unified  and  co-ordinated  Health 
Service. 

Indeed,  several  of  the  suggestions  of  the  White  Paper  have  come 
from  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  themselves  and  in  some  cases  have 
already  been  adopted  and  put  into  practice. 

Manchester  perhaps  beyond  all  other  parts  of  the  country  has, 
through  its  Joint  Hospitals  Advisory  Board,  which  has  functioned 
actively  for  over  ten  years,  shown  beyond  doubt  that  Municipal  and 
Voluntary  Hospitals  can  work  together  for  good  and  in  complete 
harmony  as  they  are  doing  under  the  aegis  of  the  University  as 
representing  the  teaching  side  of  the  Medical  Service. 

The  Voluntary  Hospitals  were  the  first,  and  at  one  time,  the  only 
hospitals  in  this  country.  They  have  behind  them  a  history  which 
goes  back  almost  1,000  years.  They  are  the  trustees  for  moneys  and 
property  given  by  private  benefaction  for  the  relief  of  suffering, 
amounting  to  many  millions  of  pounds  sterling.  Every  doctor  in  the 
country  and  the  majority  of  nurses  have  received  their  training  in 
the  Voluntary  Hospitals. 

An  interest  as  vast  and  as  important  as  the  Voluntary  Hospitals 
must  have  an  equal  partnership  in  any  new  scheme  :  this  had  indeed 
been  promised  publicly  by  an  earlier  Minister  of  Health,  but  the 
provisions  of  the  White  Paper  suggests  that  what  is  intended  for  the 
Voluntary  Hospitals  is  at  least  subservience,  if  not  indeed  complete 
extinction,  for  as  the  proposed  new  Health  Service  is  to  be  universal 
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it  would  seem  that  in  such  a  service  there  is  no  room  contemplated 
for  Contributory  Schemes  as  at  present  constituted,  and  it  is  the  great 
Contributory  Schemes,  of  which  our  own  Manchester  and  Salford 
Hospital  Saturday  and  Convalescent  Homes  Fund  is  one  of  the  most 
important,  which  have  been  the  largest  supporters  of  Voluntary 
Hospitals  for  many  years  past.  It  is  noteworthy  that  the  fund 
referred  to  above  has  distributed  to  the  Hospitals  in  the  Manchester 
area  over  Two  Million  Pounds  since  the  year  1907.  The  dis¬ 
tribution  for  the  year  1944  will  be  in  the  region  of  £278,000,  con¬ 
tributed  by  700,000  members. 

The  White  Paper  will  come  up  for  consideration  by  Parliament  in 
a  few  months’  time,  meanwhile  no  opportunity  is  being  lost  of  in¬ 
forming  Members  of  Parliament  of  the  Voluntary  Hospitals’  and  the 
Contributory  Schemes’  points  of  view,  and  the  British  Hospitals 
Association  is  working  constantly  to  the  same  end.  Meantime  the 
Voluntary  Hospitals  stand  or  fall  on  these  two  cardinal  principles — 
that  the  interests  of  the  patient  are  paramount,  and  that  the  ad¬ 
ministrative  structure  of  the  new  scheme  must  provide  to  the  Volun¬ 
tary  Hospitals  an  equal  partnership  in  the  planning  of  a  Hospital 
Service. 

CHILD  HEALTH  INSTITUTE 

For  some  years  past  the  three  Manchester  Voluntary  Hospitals 
devoted  to  the  interests  of  children  have  been  conferring  together  to 
see  how  they  might  improve  the  service  they  were  giving  to  the 
public.  As  a  result  of  these  meetings,  full  discussion  by  the  Joint 
Advisory  Board  and  a  prolonged  and  exhaustive  survey  by  the 
Medical  Officers  of  Health  of  all  the  interests  in  the  district  which 
cater  for  the  health  of  children,  it  was  decided  at  a  meeting  convened 
by  the  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University  of  Manchester,  in  June  last, 
to  found  a  Chair  of  Child  Health,  the  object  of  which  is  to  be  Positive 
Health,  which  we  have  always  maintained  is  the  birthright  of 
every  child.  The  Governing  Body  of  this  Hospital,  with  the  approval 
of  the  President,  Lord  Colwyn,  in  order  to  further  this  great  object, 
decided  that  they  would  make  an  unconditional  gift  of  £5,000  towards 
the  foundation  of  the  Chair.  This  offer  has  been  warmly  accepted  by 
the  Vice-Chancellor  of  the  University  in  the  following  terms  : 

17th  July,  1944. 

“  At  the  meeting  of  the  University  Council  on  Friday  last  I 
read  with  very  great  pleasure  and  satisfaction  your  letter  of 
July  3rd  in  which  you  made  the  very  generous  offer  of  £5,000 
on  behalf  of  the  Royal  Manchester  Children’s  Hospital  towards 
the  foundation  of  a  Child  Health  Institute.  The  Members  of 
Council  were  deeply  moved  by  this  generous  action  and  I  was 
instructed  to  convey  to  you  their  warmest  and  sincere  thanks. 
This  fine  gift,  coming  at  the  present  time,  is  a  great  encourage¬ 
ment  to  the  University  as  is  also  the  offer  of  your  whole-hearted 
co-operation.  We  are  most  deeply  grateful  and  appreciative. 

Yours  sincerely,  (Sgd.)  John  S.  B.  Stopford.” 
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POST-GRADUATE  INSTRUCTION 

This  Hospital  has  been  recommended  to  participate  in  the  Ministry 
of  Health’s  Scheme  for  the  Post-Graduate  instruction  of  demobilised 
Officers,  and  the  Board  have  expressed  their  desire  to  offer  every 
possible  assistance  in  the  furthering  of  this  most  desirable  object. 
Dr.  T.  N.  Fisher  is  the  Hospital’s  representative  on  the  Post-Graduate 
Committee. 

CUBICLES 

Arising  out  of  the  Medical  Research  Council’s  Memorandum  on 
the  Control  of  Cross  Infection  in  Hospitals,  the  Board  have  made  a 
full  examination  of  the  problem  of  infection  from  all  angles,  and  are 
agreed  that  some  modernisation  of  the  existing  wards  is  desirable, 
and  as  a  first  step  it  is  hoped  to  proceed  with  the  provision  of  Ward 
Cubicles  and  the  necessary  ancillary  services.  Plans  for  these  im¬ 
provements  are  in  course  of  preparation. 

The  large,  open,  undivided  ward  is  now  considered  obsolete,  but 
this  is  not  all  the  problem,  as  cubicled  wards  call  for  more  nurses 
and  consequently  greater  expense,  an  important  consideration  at  a 
time,  when  as  a  result  of  recent  legislation,  the  cost  of  running  the 
Hospital  has  reached  a  figure  never  before  known  in  its  history. 

DEATHS 

The  Hospital  has  suffered  great  loss  during  the  past  year  in  the 
deaths  of  three  old  and  valued  members  of  the  lay  Board,  Mr.  Alan 
D.  Robertson,  Mrs.  A.  L.  Dunn  and  Mr.  H.  W.  Booth,  also  in  the 
death  of  Mr.  John  Gow,  F.R.C.S.,  Senior  Honorary  Surgeon. 

Mr.  Alan  D.  Robertson  joined  the  Board  in  1924,  and  was 
Chairman  from  1938  until  1942  when  he  retired  from  active  business 
life  and  went  to  five  in  the  south  of  England.  His  entire  devotion  to 
the  Hospital’s  interests  during  the  incredibly  difficult  times  caused 
by  the  war  won  the  unstinted  admiration  of  all  who  came  into  contact 
with  him.  His  gentle  manner,  quiet  sense  of  humour,  engaging 
modesty  and  complete  unselfishness,  tended  to  conceal  from  all 
except  those  with  whom  he  was  in  close  contact,  his  deep  knowledge 
and  sound  sense  and  the  vast  amount  of  work  he  did  as  Chairman  of 
the  Board  especially  in  the  early  years  of  the  war.  No  one  would 
have  been  more  genuinely  surprised  than  himself  had  he  known  the 
affection  and  respect  in  which  he  was  held  by  all.  No  hospital  was 
ever  served  more  faithfully  by  its  Chairman. 

Mrs.  A.  L.  Dunn  had  been  closely  connected  with  the  Hospital 
for  nearly  40  years,  first  as  a  member  of  the  Didsbury  Committee  of 
the  Ladies’  Auxiliary  Fund.  In  1920  she  was  elected  to  the  Board, 
and  to  the  House  Committee  in  1922,  from  which  time  until  over¬ 
taken  by  ill-health  she  was  one  of  its  most  regular  attenders.  Deeply 
interested  in  every  activity  of  the  Hospital  she  was  perhaps  most 
concerned  with  the  Nursing  side.  The  welfare  of  the  Nursing  Staff 
was  a  passion  with  her,  and  there  can  have  been  few  members  of  the 
Board  with  a  deeper  love  and  closer  knowledge  of  the  inner  workings 
of  Pendlebury. 
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Mr.  H.  W.  Booth  was  first  elected  to  the  Board  in  1936  on  his 
retirement  from  business.  He  was  devoted  to  children,  and  threw 
himself  with  gaiety  and  enthusiasm  into  the  affairs  of  the  Seaside 
Home  at  St.  Annes,  where  his  regular  visits,  his  frequent  suggestions 
for  improvements  and  his  abiding  interest  in  every  aspect  of  the  Home, 
caused  the  Board  to  realise,  perhaps  for  the  first  time,  what  it  was 
that  the  Home  had  hitherto  missed.  His  death  on  the  27th  December, 
leaves  a  gap  which  will  be  hard  to  fill — and  in  St.  Annes  particularly, 
where  he  was  so  well  known  and  so  universally  well-liked,  the  Hospital 
has  lost  a  great  and  valued  friend. 

Mr.  John  Gow,  F.R.C.S.,  was  elected  to  the  Honorary  Medical 
Staff  as  Assistant  Surgeon  in  1921  and  became  Full  Surgeon  in  the 
following  year.  Of  his  skill  as  a  surgeon,  his  services  to  the  Hospital 
and  the  deep  interest  he  took  in  its  welfare  it  is  not  easy  to  speak 
with  due  moderation.  Within  the  walls  of  this  Hospital  as  well  as 
elsewhere,  he  was  immensely  and  deservedly  popular  with  all  for  his 
modesty,  his  generosity,  and  his  entire  unselfishness.  His  death  is 
deeply  regretted  by  all  with  whom  he  came  into  contact. 

NEW  MEMBERS  OF  THE  BOARD 

Since  the  last  Report,  Mr.  Clement  T.  Gerrard,  Mr.  C.  W.  E.  Cary, 
and  Mr.  John  M.  Hollis  have  joined  the  Board,  and  have  already 
given  ample  proof  of  their  interest  in  the  Hospital. 

HONORARY  AND  SALARIED  MEDICAL  STAFF 

Following  the  death  of  Mr.  John  Gow,  Mr.  A.  L.  Kenyon,  F.R.C.S., 
has  been  promoted  to  the  status  of  Full  Surgeon,  the  appointment,  in 
order  to  comply  with  the  ruling  of  the  British  Medical  Association, 
being  for  the  duration  of  the  war.  Mr.  R.  W.  Wyse,  F.R.C.S.,  Assis¬ 
tant  Surgeon  at  Salford  Royal  Hospital,  acted  as  locum  during  Mr. 
Gow’s  illness,  and  continues  to  act  in  this  capacity. 

1  he  Board  of  Governors  here  wishes  to  place  on  record  its  great 
appreciation  of  the  cordial  and  friendly  relations  which  have  at  all 
times  marked  their  dealings  with  their  colleagues  of  the  Honorary 
and  Salaried  Medical  Staff,  who  are  so  largely  responsible  for  Pendle- 
bury’s  high  reputation  in  the  Hospital  world. 

PATHOLOGICAL  DEPARTMENT 

Dr.  Henry  Lederer,  M.D.,  D.P.H.  (Prague;  has  been  appointed 
full-time  Pathologist,  and  has  entered  into  the  work  with  an  ability 
and  enthusiasm  that  speak  well  for  the  future.  As  a  result  of  this 
appointment,  a  complete  new  Laboratory  has  been  fitted  up  at 
Pendlebury  in  the  former  Nurses’  Lecture  Room.  Meantime,  with 
the  approval  of  the  Zachary  Merton  Trustees,  temporary  accom¬ 
modation  has  been  found  for  the  Nurses’  Preliminary  Training  Block 
in  one  of  the  wards  of  the  Zachary  Merton  Home. 

GARTSIDE  STREET 

Sister  McMurtrey,  who  has  been  Sister  in-Charge  at  the  Out¬ 
patients’  Department  end  Dispensary  for  the  past  30  years,  has 
notified  her  wish  to  retire  at  the  end  of  March,  1945,  news  received 
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with  the  greatest  possible  regret.  It  is  not  easy  to  imagine  the 
Dispensary  without  “  Sister  Mac  ”  :  indeed  the  two  terms  are  almost 
synonymous.  The  Hospital  owes  a  great  debt  of  gratitude  to  Sister 
for  all  she  has  done  :  with  her  amazing  energy  and  ability,  her 
devastating  candour  and  commonsense,  her  hatred  of  pretence  and 
insincerity,  her  cheerfulness  and  kindness  of  heart,  she  has  been  the 
backbone  of  Gartside  Street,  and  her  place  will  not  be  easy  to  fill. 
With  characteristic  generosity  she  has  volunteered  to  stay  on  until 
we  are  suited.  Meanwhile,  we  can  only  wish  her  many  years  of 
health  and  peace  in  which  to  enjoy  the  leisure  she  has  so  well  and 
truly  earned. 

ZACHARY  MERTON  HOME 

Certain  structural  defects  which,  accentuated  by  some  of  the 
severe  winters  of  past  years,  had  made  their  appearance,  have  been 
put  right  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board.  As  mentioned  elsewhere, 
part  of  the  Home  is,  with  the  permission  of  the  Trustees,  temporarily 
out  of  commission  for  its  original  use  but  it  is  hoped  that  this  will 
not  be  of  long  duration.  Grateful  thanks  are  due  to  Sister-in- Charge 
and  her  staff  for  their  valuable  work. 

SEASIDE  HOME,  ST.  ANNES 

Mention  has  already  been  made  of  the  loss  the  Home  has  suffered 
by  the  death  of  Mr.  H.  W.  Booth,  but  it  can  already  be  stated  that 
the  Board  have  in  view  someone  to  perpetuate  and  further  his 
work.  Meanwhile,  best  thanks  are  due  to  Matron  and  her  staff  who 
continue  nobly  to  maintain  in  the  face  of  wartime  difficulties  the  high 
standard  that  has  long  been  a  feature  of  this  valuable  Seaside  Con¬ 
valescent  Home.  We  wish  also  to  place  on  record  high  appreciation 
of  the  work  done  by  the  Home’s  Honorary  Medical  Officer,  Mr.  J.  A. 
Hamilton,  F.R.C.S. 

ALMONER’S  DEPARTMENT 

This  Department  continues  to  justify  the  high  hopes  entertained 
for  it  when  it  was  first  established.  In  the  year  under  review,  653 
new  welfare  cases  were  recorded. 

NURSING 

The  Nursing  Committee  has  continued  to  meet  at  regular  intervals 
during  the  past  year  and  a  wide  variety  of  suggestions  for  improve¬ 
ments  have  been  discussed  and  some  have  already  been  translated 
into  action.  Some  of  these  are  referred  to  elsewhere. 

Shortly  before  Christmas  permission  was  received  from  the 
Regional  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  to  use  the  whole  of  the 
bed  complement  for  treatment  of  ordinary  civilian  patients  :  earlier 
in  the  year,  with  Liebert  Ward  already  closed,  it  had  been  necessary 
for  a  time  to  close  Victoria  and  Borchardt  Wards  owing  to  the 
Ministry’s  action  in  drafting  27  members  of  the  Nursing  Staff  to 
an  Emergency  Medical  Services  Hospital,  an  action  which  had 
necessitated  recalling  all  Nurses  from  leave  and  cancelling  ordinary 
leave.  At  this  time  only  half  the  total  complement  of  patients  was 
being  nursed.  These  facts  are  mentioned  not  in  any  spirit  of  com- 
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plaint,  but  merely  to  show  the  difficulty  of  running  the  Nursing  Staff 
of  a  Children’s  Hospital  in  war-time. 

The  Preliminary  Training  School  has  continued  to  function  under 
difficulties  during  this  time,  with  results  that  must  be  considered 
very  satisfactory.  “  Norfield,”  a  house  in  Portland  Road,  Swrinton, 
has  been  rented  and  comfortably  furnished  for  the  housing  of  the 
15  Nurses  in  training. 

It  is  pleasing  to  record  that  all  trials  have  been  faced  and  diffi¬ 
culties  overcome  with  exemplary  patience  and  cheerfulness  by  Matron 
and  all  members  of  her  Staff.  Our  high  appreciation  of  their  courage 
and  devotion  to  duty  is  here  recorded. 

LADIES’  COUNCIL 

Praise  of  the  excellent  work  done  by  this  devoted  organisation 
has  been  so  regular  a  feature  of  our  Reports  in  past  years  that  it  is 
difficult  to  find  new  words  in  which  to  express  appreciation  of  our 
Ladies’  Council.  The  Board  wish  to  assure  the  Members  of  this 
Council  that  their  self-sacrificing  labours  on  behalf  of  the  Hospital 
are  deeply  valued.  During  the  year  under  review,  their  efforts  have 
produced  the  very  satisfactory  sum  of  £3,426  6s.  2d. 

MANCHESTER  AND  SALFORD  HOSPITAL  SATURDAY  AND 
CONVALESCENT  HOMES  FUND 

The  Board  of  Governors  wish  to  acknowledge  with  grateful  thanks 
the  increasing  support  given  by  the  Chairman  of  the  Executive  Com¬ 
mittee  and  members  of  this  Fund  for  the  treatment  of  patients,  and 
offer  their  best  wishes  for  their  continued  success.  During  the  past 
year  their  contribution  to  this  Hospital  was  the  sum  of  £18,736  10s.  Od. 
It  is  therefore  small  wonder  that  the  danger,  to  which  we  have  already 
alluded,  facing  our  benefactors,  causes  the  Voluntary  Hospitals  to  feel 
that  they  have  common  cause  with  the  Contributory  Schemes. 
MANCHESTER  AND  SALFORD  MEDICAL  CHARITIES  FUND 

Through  the  medium  of  this  Fund,  the  amount  received  during 
the  year  in  grants,  including  Alexandra  Day  allocation,  totalled 
£838  17s.  7d.,  and  on  account  of  services  to  patients,  £624  16s.  Od. 
In  addition,  earmarked  subscriptions  and  donations  were  received. 
The  Board  tender  grateful  and  appreciative  thanks  for  this  splendid 
support.

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REPORT  OF  THE  MEDICAL  ROARD 


FOR  THE  YEAR  ENDED  31st  DECEMBER,  1944 


To  the  Board  of  Governors  of  the 
Royal  Manchester  Children's  Hospital 

My  Lord,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

During  the  past  year  the  work  of  the  Hospital  has  been  main¬ 
tained,  although  a  temporary  reduction  in  the  number  of  in-patients 
was  made  necessary  by  the  absence  of  part  of  the  Nursing  Staff  on 
Emergency  Medical  Service. 

The  presence  in  this  area  of  children  evacuated  from  the  south 
has  made  an  increased  demand  on  the  Services  of  the  Hospital,  which 
the  Medical  and  Nursing  Staffs  have  gladly  met. 

The  death  of  Mr.  John  Gow,  F.R.C.S.,  who  had  been  on  the 
Honorary  Staff'  since  1921,  has  deprived  the  Hospital  of  one  of  its 
most  faithful  servants,  and  the  Medical  Board  of  a  valued  and  highly 
respected  colleague. 

The  Medical  Board  welcomes  the  appointment  of  Mr.  A.  L. 
Kenyon,  F.R.C.S.,  as  Full  Surgeon,  and  is  indebted  to  Mr.  R.  W. 
Wyse,  F.R.C.S.,  for  his  assistance  during  and  since  Mr.  Gow’s  illness. 

Despite  war-time  difficulties,  it  has  proved  possible  to  enlarge 
our  Pathological  Department.  The  appointment  of  Dr.  H.  Lederer 
as  full-time  Pathologist  is  welcomed,  and  the  provision  of  an  additional 
laboratory  at  the  Hospital  is  a  noteworthy  advance.  The  Medical 
Board  wish  to  thank  Dr.  Somerford  for  her  services  in  the  past. 

It  is  hoped  that  in  the  near  future,  cubicles  will  be  erected  in 
Victoria  Ward.  These  will  prove  a  valuable  addition  to  our  facilities 
for  nursing  young  infants. 

The  generous  provision  of  transport  by  the  Board  of  Governors 
has  made  it  possible  to  arrange  weekly  classes  for  Medical  Students 
at  the  Hospital. 

The  Medical  Board  wish  to  thank  all  Members  of  the  Medical, 
Nursing,  and  Auxiliary  Staffs  for  their  willing  services  during  another 
strenuous  yea^  of  w  ar.

FOR  THE  YEAR  1944 

The  Executive  Committee  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  fifty- 
second  Annual  Report  of  the  Ladies’  Council. 

In  the  General  Report  of  the  Hospital,  reference  is  made  to  the 
deaths  of  Mrs.  A.  L.  Dunn  and  Mr.  H.  W.  Booth,  both  of  whom  were 
members  of  the  Board  of  Governors,  and  in  addition  were  members 
of  the  Ladies’  Council. 

Mrs..  Dunn  had  been  associated  with  the  Ladies’  Council  for  a 
continuous  period  of  thirty-eight  years,  and  held  office  as  President 
of  the  Didsbury  District  Committee  until  iU  health  in  1941  compeUed 
her  retirement. 

Mr.  Booth  resided  at  Lytham  St.  Annes,  and  very  soon  after  his 
election  to  the  Board,  became  interested  in  the  Lytham  St.  Annes’ 
District  Committee.  He  had  stimulated  much  interest  among  the 
residents  of  St.  Annes,  with  very  successful  results.  His  deep  interest 
in  the  welfare  of  the  Convalescent  Home  is  referred  to  in  the  Report 
of  the  Board  of  Governors. 

Three  other  deaths  to  be  recorded  are  those  of  Mrs.  Schneider,  Miss 
Crowther  and  Miss  Helena  Harris.  Mrs.  Schneider  was  President  of 
the  Whalley  Range  District  Committee,  and  was  one  of  the  original 
members  of  the  Ladies’  Council,  which  was  founded  on  8th  March, 
1893,  and  had  thus  completed  almost  fifty- two  years  of  continuous 
voluntary  service  for  the  cause  she  had  so  much  at  heart. 

Miss  Crowther  had  been  connected  with  the  Farnworth  Com¬ 
mittee  for  nearly  forty  years. 

Miss  Helena  Harris  had  been  a  member  of  the  Whalley  Range 
Committee  for  twenty-three  years. 
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The  Executive  Committee  record  their  deep  regret  in  the  loss  of 
such  staunch  friends  and  supporters. 

Twelve  months  ago  the  Executive  Committee  had  the  pleasure  of 
announcing  the  outstanding  success  of  the  activities  in  all  Districts, 
by  which  the  Hospital  benefited  by  the  magnificent  sum  of 
£3,269  6s.  Od.  The  past  year’s  campaign  has  been  even  more  success¬ 
ful,  the  total  contributions  for  the  year  amounting  to  £3,426  6s.  2d. 

It  will  be  noted  from  the  comparisons  on  the  cash  statement  that 
that  RadclifFe  and  Whitefield  District  continue  to  hold  the  record  for 
the  largest  contribution,  whilst  several  other  Districts  have  been  able 
to  make  substantial  increases.  In  the  sixth  year  of  war,  entailing  so 
many  other  activities  of  national  importance,  it  is  a  matter  for  mutual 
congratulation  that  such  results  have  been  achieved. 

Although,  during  the  past  year,  no  remittances  have  been  received 
from  the  New  Mills  District,  this  has  been  entirely  due  to  special 
circumstances  connected  with  the  war,  and  it  is  hoped  that  there  will 
be  a  revival  of  former  activities  during  the  current  year. 

The  Executive  Committee  wish  to  express  their  sincere  and  cordial 
thanks  to  all  Presidents,  Members  of  local  Committees,  and  the 
numerous  collectors  who  have  worked  so  splendidly  during  the  year.
